The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) was received 8/9/2010. 

The IDS lists an abstract for Australian Patent AU 567001 . However, the document submitted simply states "Abstract not available for 
AU567001 B." Therefore, the Examiner has not considered this document, listed as item no. 3 on the IDS. 

The IDS lists an abstract for Australian Patent AU 57333/94. However, the document states "Abstract not available for AU 5733394 (A). 
Abstract of corresponding document: WO 9412256 (A1 )." Therefore, Applicant has not submitted an abstract of the Australian patent. An 
identical situation arises for the abstract of Australian Patent AU 5851 60B, which is stated to be unavailable in the reference and instead 
shows the abstract of U.S. 4,81 7,951 . Therefore, the Examiner has not considered these references, listed as items 4 and 5. 

Additionally, the reference "Action Jackpot, The first Interactive Gaming Concept Where All Players Win!" was not submitted in a legible 
manner. Therefore, the Examiner has not considered the document, listed as item no. 21 . 

All other references have been considered. 
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
